Gun Club to Be Given Permission to Hold 
Shooting Tournaments—Park Site 
Selected—Claims Allowed. 


LOCAL HAPPENINGS REPUBLICANS OF 


The city board of trustees met in reg¬ 
ular weekly session last Monday night. 

A communication was received from 
Attorney J. J. Mazza of San Francisco 
asking why A. Cinelli was denied a li¬ 
quor license. 

The communication was accepted 
and ordered filed, and Clerk Smith in¬ 
structed to inform Mr. Mazza that the 
license was denied for the reason that 
Mr. Cinelli’s place of business was lo¬ 
cated opposite a schoolhouse. 

A communication was received from 
San Francisco stating that he and sev¬ 
eral associates were organizing a gun 
club and had selected a site in this city 
where shooting tournaments would be 
held if the club were given permission 
io conduct them. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Cunningham, City 
Attorney Styles was requested to pre¬ 
pare a resolution granting permission 
to Mr. Doak and associates to hold 
shooting tournaments at which either 
live or clay birds can be used. 

Trustees Healy and Cunningham of 
the special park committee reported 
that a site for a public park and play¬ 
ground had been selected at a point 
near the south end of Linden Avenue. 

The committee was instructed to 
confer with W. J. Martin, agent for 
the local land company, and endeavor 
to have the land necessary deeded to 
the city for public park purposes. 

The special committee appointed to 
investigate in the matter of annexing 
adjoining territory to this city reported 
progress. 

City Garbage Collector Bissett ap¬ 
peared before the board in answer to a 
summons to explain complaints that 
had been made as to the manner in 
which the garbage business had been 
conducted. 

Citizens Case, Veit and Langenbach 
appeared as complainants. 

In answer, Mr. Bissett said the com¬ 
plaints were not serious ones. He had 
not neglected his work. In one case 
he had not been notified to collect the 
garbage, in one there was no gate in 
the back fence, and in another there 
was water in the garbage can and he 
had no means of disposing of water. 

He suggested that all citizens who 
desired garbage hauled away notify 
him personally or by mail and he 


would attend to it. Gates should be 
placed in back fences where lots ex¬ 
tended to alleys, thereby avoiding the 
necessity of carrying garbage through 
front yards. 

Under a health ordinance, all gar¬ 
bage must be carted away either by 
the official garbage collector, the citi¬ 
zen himself or some one employed by 
him. 

It is stated that garbage is accumu¬ 
lating in many yards, and the health 
board purposes to have the garbage 
ordinance enforced. 

Trustee Healy of the street commit¬ 
tee reported that a faucet with hose 
had been attached to the city water 
wagon as instructed by the board at a 
previous meeting. This was done in 
order that the trees planted by citizens 
in this city several weeks ago can be 
regularly watered.

In an effort to re¬ 
duce the present 
high cost of living, 
the members of the 
Fairview Improvement Club of Hay¬ 
ward are planning to institute a co¬ 
operative plan of buying the necessi¬ 
ties of life, as well as for marketing 
the produce of the district, thus abol¬ 
ishing the middle man. A committee 
has been appointed to investigate the 
feasibility of buying carload lots of 
groceries, wh’ch would be apportioned 
among the members of the organiza¬ 
tion at cost price. 

Superintendent James D. Graham, 
in a report forwarded to the State 
Board of Health, shows that there are 
2348 unvaccinated pupils in the public 
schools at Long Beach. This is an 
increase of 1400 in the past year. That 
city led the fight against the vaccina¬ 
tion of children last year, and a num¬ 
ber of other places fell in line, causing 
considerable trouble, and the State 
Board is expected to take drastic ac¬ 
tion. 

Through the filing of a petition for 
letters of administration on the estate 
of the late John A. Benson of Oak¬ 
land, allegations were brought to 
light which indicate that not only will 
there be a bitter fight over the prop¬ 
erty left by the deceased, but that it 
wjll be accompanied by an exploita¬ 
tion of the domestic relations of Ben¬ 
son, involving the right of the widow 
of “Swiftwater” Bill Gates, whom 
Benson married, to be looked upon as 
his legal wife. 

The War Department will give Cali¬ 
fornia nay a good trial in the Phil 
ippines, and one-half of the 4000-ton 
contract has been awarded to San 
Francisco. Kansas got the other 2000 
tons, its hid being the lowest. 

Louis Hyman, a merchant of Grass 
Valley, Who recently failed for over 
$20,000, and was haled before Richard 
Belcher, referee in bankruptcy at 
Marysville, has iled the country. Hy¬ 
man was last seen leaving his resi¬ 
dence at Grass Valley on April 30th, 
and said at that time that he was go¬ 
ing to San Francisco. 

John A. Benson, indicted in 1908 
with Dr. Edward B. Perrin, for unlaw¬ 
ful acquirement of public timber lands 
in Tehama county, and who was re¬ 
cently released after serving a term 
in the County Jail, dropped dead at a 
roadhouse on the San Ramon road, 
near Walnut creek, Contra Costa 
county. Benson, whose residence was 
1098 Lombard street, San Francisco, 
was automobiliug with his wife. 

The old Commercial Union Hotel, 
totally destroyed by fire. The hotel 
consisted of sixty-eight sleeping rooms 
and four stores. The only one of the 
which was not. vacant was occu¬ 
pied by the tenant of the building, 
D. Gyr, a German Swiss, who used the 
die corner of Park avenue and 


D. C., and intends to sit hard on the 
lid until Congress has passed some of 
the legislation he thinks the Repub¬ 
lican party is pledged to enact. The 
President will not go to Atlantic City 
May 21st and 22d to speak before the 
labor department of the Presbyterian 
Church General Assembly. 

An official letter of warning from 
Acting Secretary of State Huntington 
Wilson has arrived at the Governor’s 
office, Sacramento, from Washington, 
telling California authorities to be on 
guard against a band of Hungarian 
swindlers headed by Elsie Vaucaire, 
who passes herself off as her imperial 
and royal highness Archduchess Marie 
Valerie and who is believed to be 
operating with her gang in this State.

A head-on collision, 
in which four per¬ 
sons were seriously 
injured and several 
had a very narrow escape from death, 
occurred in the railroad yards at 
Sparks, Nev., between the Sparks 
switch engine and train 24. The acci¬ 
dent occurred just as train 24 was 
pulling into the Sparks yards, and as 
yet the investigation has not disclosed 
who was responsible for it. 

Under the will of the late Louis 
James, the actor, which was sworn to 
in the Probate Court at Kansas City, 
all his fortune, with the exception of 
$500, is bequeathed to his w'ife, Alphie 
James, formerly Alphie Hendricks of 
Kansas City. Five hundred dollars is 
set aside to he divided equally be¬ 
tween James’ two children by a former 
wife. The amount of the estate is 
not given in the will, which will be 
probated in Long Branch, N. J. t next 
week. The actor's life was insured for 
$ 20 , 000 .

Clarence Leach, an 
engineer employed 
at the National ice 
piant at Santa Rosa, 
was badly injured w'hen a large chunk 
of ice fell upon his head. He was 
immediately removed to a hospital and 
an examination revealed the fact that 
his skull was fractured. An operation 
was performed to reihove the pres¬ 
sure from his brain and he is resting 
easily. He is the member of a promi¬ 
nent family of Santa Rosa, his father 
being a business man. 

Ora FJutrell, a 17-year-old girl, died 
at Visalia from burns received while 
lighting the kitchen stove with gaso¬ 
line. The girl had returned home 
from church and in an effort to hasten 
the fire to cook the family’s noonday 
meal, mistook a can of gasoline for 
coal oil. She poured the contents of 
the can into the stove and in the ex¬ 
plosion that followed, her clothing 
took fire. She rushed into a bedroom 
and wrapped her body in bedding, 
which also caught fire. She then ran 
into the yard and with a garden hose 
extinguished the flames. All the up¬ 
per portion of her body was terribly 
seared. 

Deputy sheriffs are out hunting for 
a tramp who attacked Mrs. J. H. Wes¬ 
ton, wife of a Lompoc merchant, and 
hacked her about the head and face 
with a knife when she refused to give 
him money. Mrs. Weston fought the 
tramp until, blinded by blood, she 
agreed to go to her room and get 
some money. After willing the blood 
from her eyes, she procured a revol¬ 
ver and chased the tramp away. After 
the intruder had fled, Mrs. Weston 
collapsed and w.as found unconscious 
by her husband on his return from 
the store. 

Agnes Wiley, daughter of an edu¬ 
cated Indian family, died at Mesa, A

Two persons were 
killed and two seri¬ 
ously injured in a 
political riot at 
Vehseczy, Hungary. The ex-Premier, 
Count Tisza, while returning from a 
political meeting, was stoned. One 
of liis companions, State Secretary 
Kozy, was knocked unconscious and 
several other persons were severely 
injured. 

Active preparations are made at 
Lima, Peru, for a possible war with 
Ecuador. Volunteers are enlisting 
daily and the war fund is being in¬ 
creased by private donations. In Lima 
and its immediate vicinity 24,000 
soldiers are quartered, while 10 000 
additional’ troops ; re stationed near 
the frontier. 

An explosion at O'ttawa wrecked the 
plant of the General Explosive Com¬ 
pany of Canada, near Hull, Que., kill¬ 
ing fifteen persons and injuring fifty 
others. The force of the explosion 
was terrifying. The country for miles 
around was laid waste and many small 
dwellings in the city of Hull, on the 
side nearest the scene of the explo¬ 
sion, were flattened to the ground. 

News was brought to Victoria, B. C., 
by the Aymeric that the lacquer man¬ 
ufactories of Japan centered at Wa- 
jima, in Noto, were almost wiped out 
in a great fire at. Wajima on April 
16th. In all 1808 buildings, including 
factories, temples, postoffice and pub¬ 
lic buildings, were destroyed, and a 
loss occasioned to property of over 
$2,000,000. The fire was due to a small 
boy playing with matches.

$1.50, with smu i sold at much lower 
prices. Old potatoes are still dull, 
with best River whites at 70@90, Ure- 
gons 9U(u $1.10, Salinas $l.25@1.35, 
Lompocs $L.40(gil.50. String beans 
are weak at 6@7c a pound. Peas are 
very plentiful at $1@1.25 lor best. 
Rhubarb continues to come in treely 
and is weak at preceding price of 75c 
lor best. Mexican tomatoes, Texas 
cucumbers, summer squash, onions 
and eggplant bring fancy prices. 

Onions, new green, bring 40 @ 60c a 
box; new red, 90((r$l a sack. Old 
Oregon are plentiful at $1.40@1.50 a 
sack. 

DAIRY PRODUCE—Butter extras 
have jumped up to 27c, under brisk 
demand for storage. The Northern 
markets, excepting Alaska points, no 
longer order from San Francisco, and 
it is becoming evident that the ex¬ 
pected slump will not take place and 
that for storage 25c will have to be 
paid. Portland and Los Angeles hold 
steadily at our prices and there is no 
movement between these points.

Now that it is reasonably certain 
that congress will invite the na¬ 
tions to meet at San Francisco in 
1915 to celebrate the completion 
and opening of the Panama canal, 
the question of interest will be the 
particular site best suited to make 
such a meeting of the nations a 
success, so far as the exposition is 
concerned, and a benefit to San 
Francisco as the successful candi¬ 
date for this national and inter¬ 
national honor. 

To-day we will consider the site 
question solely from the point of 
benefits to San Francisco, and later 
look it over fiom the side of expo¬ 
sition success. 

Thus far all the sites proposed 
are either Ocean Shore or Bay 
Shore sites. 

Lake Merced, Twin Peaks, and 
the Park—Parkside sites, are all 
three Ocean Shoresites; and the lo¬ 
cation of the exposition at any 
one of the three would stimulate 
the growth of San Francisco on 
ihe ocean shore side of the city. 

The Bay View and Tanforan 
sites .are Bay Shore sites, and the 
selection of either would cause the 
city to grow, extend and develop 
on its Bay Shore side. The 
growth of San Francisco ocean- 
ward would simply extend and 
enlarge its residence area. 

On the Bay Shore side the wide 
stretches of level low lying lands, 
from Islais Creek to San Bruno, 
with rail and water transportation 
at hand, provide the room required 
for the future expansion of the 
city’s manufacturing industries, 
as well as its wholesale business 
and freight yards. • 

The city’s growth southward on 
the Bay Shore means the exten¬ 
sion of San Francisco’s water front, 
with enlarged and improved har¬ 
bor facilities. 

The opening of the Panama 
Canal will cover the Pacific Ocean 
with the merchant Ueets of all the 
nations, and San Francisco will 
become its chief mart. San Fran¬ 
cisco’s waterfront and harbor, 
with its docks crowded with the 
shipping of the commercial world, 
will, of neeesssty, be rapidly ex¬ 
tended from Ndrth Beach to San 
Bruno, and southward. 

With the exposition located on 
the Bay Shore, whether at Bay 


The San Francisco News Letter 
of last week published an article 
under the heading of “Good Roads 
Movement on the Peninsula,” 
which does this city serious injus- 
j tice, through an evident misappre¬ 
hension of the facts. 

The News Letter is right when 
it declares that the road down the 
peninsula between the end of the 
boulevard and Mill brae is so bad 
that it could not be worse. 

The News Letter is however 
altogether wrong in asserting that 
“Most, if not all, of the wretched 
road lies within the far Hung cor¬ 
porate limits of South San Fran¬ 
cisco.” 

The end of the boulevard is at a 
point on the old Mission road, 
about three hundred feet above 
Baden station. From the end of 
the boulevard at the aforesaid 
point to Mil)brae is five miles. 
These five miles of bad road are 
on the old Mission road. These 
five miles are all county road 
save and except the northerly end, 
extending from the end of the 
boulevard to a point a short dis¬ 
tance below Baden station, which 
latter point is exactly one mile 
north of the northerly line of the 
New California Jockey Club’s 110- 
acre tract, known as “Tanforan.” 
The portion of the bad road com¬ 
plained of which lies within the 
corporate limits of South San Fran¬ 
cisco in less than one-half mile in 
length, to be exact, it is very near 
three-eighths of one mile. In 
other words, the News Letter’s 
statement regarding’South San 
Francisco’s responsibility in this 
matter is over nine tenths error. 

The News Letter is also in error 
in crediting any report that charges 
the people or the trustees of this 
municipality with the intent and 
plan to allow that portion of the 
old Mission county road within 
the corporate limits and jurisdic¬ 
tion of South San Francisco to fall 
into disrepair, and thereby divert 
traffic from the end of the boule¬ 
vard, and thence to the Fourteen- 
mile House. 

The facts are that the first money 
available for street or road work, 
since the incorporation of this city, 
came into the city treasury about 
September of last year. The city 
trustees could have used a portion 
of this money to repair the three- 
eights of one mile of the old Mis¬ 
sion road within the city limits,'it 
is true, but the four and five- 
eighths miles belonging to the 
county would have remained in 
bad condition, as the county su¬ 
pervisor was at that time without 
funds sufficient to do that work. 
The city trustees took prompt ac¬ 
tion to do the next best thing. They 
leta contract to macadamize Grand 
avenue from the Boulevard to the 
San Bruno road. This work was 
only recently completed, for the 
reason that it was late in the sea¬ 
son when the contract was let, and 
the winter rains made it impossi¬ 
ble to complete the work sooner. 
The effect of this improvement is 
to open a decent road for the busi¬ 
ness of this city and its factories 
by wagon with Colmaand the north 
end of this township, as well as 
with the City of San Francisco. 
The San Bruno road from Grand 
avenue to the Fourteen-mile House 
is in fairly good condition, so that 
auto travel from San Francisco 
down the peninsula has a passable 
route, which will serve until the 


old Mission road can be again put 
in good condition. 

Any sensible business man fa¬ 
miliar with the facts, which are as 
herein stated, will approve the 
course of our city trustees. 

The ambition attributed to our 
people of “aspiring to main , line 
popularity and prosperity,” is, we 
take it, altogether laudable; al¬ 
though this city has little to desire 
in that direction. 

South San Francisco is now on 
the main line of railroad from San 
Francisco down the peninsula. As 
to wagon and auto travel, the route 
through this city is very little if 
any longer than the route down 
the. old Mission road, and when 
the latter is improved, as it soon 
will be, we predict that a majority 
ofthe auto travel willprefertheline 
down Grand Avenue through this 
city, as being little if any longer, 
and as possessing very much bet¬ 
ter grades. 

Before any money was received 
from taxes for street or road work 
the city trustees used $300 of 
money received for local licenses 
to repair a portion of the boule¬ 
vard within the city limits.

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GEORGE FIFTH 
PROCLAIMED KING 


Messages of Alexandra and of 
the King to the People 


George V was proclaimed King 
throughout the empire on Monday with 
3(1 the traditional ceremony of een- 
tiu-'es. In Dublin the Ulster King at 
Arms read the proclamation in the 
presence of Lord Aberdeen. Lord- 
Lieutenant of Ireland, and Lady Aber¬ 
deen. 

The country is now beginning to re¬ 
sume its normal life, the King’s earn¬ 
est desire being that, except on the 
day of the funeral of Edward VII, 
which is fixed for May 20th, the 
national mourning should inflict no 
unnecessary sacrifices upon the people. 

Premier Asquith and Reginald Mc¬ 
Kenna, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
arrived in London. Other members of 
the Cabinet and officials holding im¬ 
portant positions under the Govern¬ 
ment are hastening to the capital. 
King Haakon and Queen Maud of Nor¬ 
way were met at the station by King 
George and Queen Mary, and young 
Prince Olaf threw his arms around 
his uncle’s neck. The party drove im¬ 
mediately to Buckingham Palace, 
where they viewed the body of the late 
King. A brief religious service was 
held in the chapel. 

Ancient Ceremony Repeated. 

Sharply at the stroke of 9, four her¬ 
alds, arrayed in mediaeval uniforms of 
scarlet, heavily braided with gold, 
mounted the balcony of Friary Court 
at St. James’ Palace, where Queen 
Victoria presented herself to the peo¬ 
ple upon the opening of her memor¬ 
able reign, and blew a fanfare through 
their long silver trumpets. 

The precincts of the palace by this 
time were a great mass of people, 
many of whom could secure but the 
briefest glimpse of the proceedings. 
The balconies and roofs of the ahcient 
palace, which had been draped with 
red cloth, were reserved for the not¬ 
ables, all of whom were in the deepest 
mourning. 

At the Gates of the Ancient City. 

The ceremony here was of long du¬ 
ration and more elaborate, the City of 
London to this day retaining its an¬ 
cient privilege of barring the entrance 
of the King’s men to the square mile 
in which its officers rule. 

In place of the barred gates of 
olden times, a red silken rope placed 
across the street halted the procession. 
Coming to a standstill the trumpeters 
sounded three loud blasts announcing 
the approach of the officers of arms.

The City Marshal, riding forward, 
challenged the approach of the pro¬ 
cession with the cry, ’ Halt! Who goes 
there?” The reply, “The officer of 
arms, who demands entrance to the 
city to proclaim his royal majesty’s 
accession,” came from the pursuivant. 

The Lord Mayor, having been in¬ 
formed of the presence of the royal 
herald, and, having given his permis¬ 
sion for 'Entrance to the city, Rouge 
Dragon stepped across the boundary 
and handed the chief magistrate the 
Privy Council’s order that the procla¬ 
mation be made. The throng that 
crowded the narrow street stood in 
silence watching the proceedings. 

The Lord Mayor then alighted from 
his carriage and read the proclamation 
and declared that “Our high and 
mighty Prince George has now become 
our only lawful and righteous liege 
lord, George V,” following the words 
with the cry, “God save the King.” 

The words were caught up by the 
crowd and swelled to a mighty chorus 
that filled the strand and Fleet street. 

Messages to the People. 

While the rulers and representatives 
of foreign nations are assembling in

London for the obsequies of King Ed¬ 
ward, the various necessary formali¬ 
ties incident to the sad event are be¬ 
ing gradually completed. 

The widowed Queen has sent a 
touching personal mesage to the na¬ 
tion, written in unassuming style and 
recalling similar intimate messages 
Queen Victoria was in the habit of ad¬ 
dressing to her people. 

King George has addressed messages 
to the navy and army, expressing his 
thanks for their loyalty and devotion 
and his solicitude for the efficiency of 
both services. 

A message also has gone from the 
King to the Indian princes and people 
expressive of his gratitude for their 
sympathy. 

A THOUSAND BODIES 
TAKEN FROM RUINS 

Rescuers Believe Death List Is 
Heavier Than Estimated 

More that 1000 dead have been taken 
from the ruins of Cartago, Costa Rica. 
No one is allowed within the precincts 
of the devasted city except the Red 
( mss workers and gangs of soldiers 
and volunteers employed in clearing 
away the debris, removing the bodies 
and dynamiting the dangerous build¬ 
ings. Most of the survivors of the 
earthquake are now at San Jose. Medi¬ 
cine and food from the American war 
ships are being rushed to Port Limon, 
but the condition of those who still 
remain around the city is such that 
extraordinary measures must be taken 
to provide assistance and shelter for 
them. 

Even in San Jose the residents for 
the most part are living in tents and 
wooden structures, fearing to occupy 
their homes, as the earth tremors con¬ 
tinue. 

No living person has been taken 
from the ruins in the last few days, 
and although a thousand dead have 
been removed, it is known that there 
are many still beneath the broken 
walls and timbers. Because of general 
panic, the various organizations en¬ 
gaged in the work of relief find it 
difficult to reach all. Many survivors 
are still hungry and helpless. The vil- 
age of Cat is reported totally de¬ 
stroyed. 

Mexico has contributed a large sum 
of money to aid the victims, and con¬ 
tributions are coming in from other 
sources. 

The nature of the earthquake that 
destroyed Cartago is now being dis¬ 
cussed and the general testimony of 
those who suffered from it goes to 
show that it resembled an explosion 
more than the ordinary seismic move¬ 
ment, which has been felt throughout 
the republic during the last two or 
three weeks. 

President Taft, as president of the 
American National Red Cross Society, 
made a strong appeal for contributions 
to relieve the distress of the earth¬ 
quake sufferers in Costa Rica. Con¬ 
tributions the appeal states, may be 
sent to the National Red Cross, Wash¬ 
ington, or to the local Red Cross treas¬ 
urer. 

United States Charge Monroe at San 
Jose cabled that the people are ir. 
great distress, but the Government 
feels some hesitation in asking aid 
from other nations, which is assumed 
to mean that Government will ac¬ 
cept contributions gladly. The House 
authorized the Secretary of War to 
loan b'ankets, tents nd other stores 
in possession of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission to the sufferers. 


ROOSEVELT RECEIVED 
QUIETLUT BERLIN 

Will Probably Be Appointed a 
Special Representative 

President Taft, in all probability, 
will designate Theodore Roosevelt as 
a special Embassador to represent the 
United States at the funeral of King 
Edward. He said he would take the 
matter up with Secretary Knox when 
he returns to Washington. 

Taft said he was anxious to appoint 
Colonel- Roosevelt to represent this 
Government. As yet he has taken no 
step in that direction, however, as up 
to the time he 'eft Washington no of¬ 
ficial notification had been received by 
the Washington Government as to the 
date of the funeral. 

President Taft is not conversant 
with the precedents as to such occa¬ 
sions, but if a special representative 
is called for by the proprieties and 
Roosevelt will accept the designation 
he will be named by the President. 
London Arrival of Roosevelt. 

If Roosevelt adheres to his traveling 
program he will arrive in London on 
May 16th. If Roosevelt is in London 
on the day of the funeral he will be 
expected to attend but the question 
has already arisen as to what his 
status would be upon that occasion. 
He could hardly be treated as a pri¬ 
vate individual, and the public would 
certainly expect that he be given a 
place among the notables. The press 
repeats the suggestion that the Amer¬ 
ican Government appoint Colonel 
Roosevelt its special representative at 
the funeral. 

Roosevelt Reaches Berlin. 

Theodore Roosevelt reached the 
railway station in Berlin 30 minutes 
ahead of the Kaiser’s gorgeous impe¬ 
rial guard. When the escort of honor 
reached the station the Roosevelt 
party had already taken taxicabs for 
the American embassy. 

The Kaiser was angry at the Baron 
von Schoen, minister oi foreign af¬ 
fairs, because of the miscarriage of the 
reception plans. The result was that 
an enthusiastic but somewhat subdued 
crowd welcomed Colonel Roosevelt to 
the German capital. 

Rosevelt's special train arrived on 
time after it had been reported 30 
minutes late. It was for this reason 
that the imperial guards were delayed 
in reaching the station. The former 
President and the German ruler met 
for the first time. Roosevelt lunched 
at the Potsdam palace. The Kaiser’s 
reception was very cordial. 


TO BE DUKE OF CORNWALL 


Prince Edward Will Be Called the 
Duke of Cornwall. 

Prince Edward, the heir to the 
throne, will for the present be styled 
the Duke of Cornwall and Rothesay. 
Later he will be created Prince of 
Wales. He succeeds forthwith to the 
Duchy of Cornwall with a clear income 
of *5400,000 yearly, which will accumu¬ 
late until he becomes of age, giving 
him an independent fortune of $2,500,- 
000. It Hvas the income from this 
source that enabled the late King to 
purchase the Sandringham estate. 


CHINESE AGAIN HIOTirJG 


Inland Mission at Yueng Chow De¬ 
stroyed. 

Word has re iched Chang Sha, China, 
that riots have occurred at Yuen 
Chow, which is 220 n...es from Chang 
Sha, and that the inland mission has 
been destroyed. No details are given, 
as the telegraph wires have been cut. 

This new outbreak of the anti- 
foreign movement in the interior of 
China indicates that the Chang Sha 
disturbance was not purely local, as 
early reports indicated, but was due 
to more deep-seated causes. This lat¬ 
est news will cause renewed anxiety 
among the missionary societies which 
have stations in remote Chinese dis¬ 
tricts. 


Libel Case in Supreme Court. 

The case of the United States versus j 
the Press Publishing Company (New 
York World), alleging libel of Presi¬ 
dent Taft, Theodore Roosevelt, Charles 
P. Taft and others in connection with 
the purchase by tae Government of 
title to the Panama Canal, has been 
docketed in the United States Supreme 
Court.

District Attorney Whitman has ob¬ 
tained positive proof that it is possible 
to buy girls for immoral purposes in 
New York. Four young girls who 
were purchased by special agents of 
the District Attorney are in the care 
of his office, Mr. Whitman announced, 
and three persons accused of violating 
the law against procuring are under 
arrest. 

Two women, one a graduate of 
Smith College, and the other of Rad- 
cliffe, and a man formerly connected 
with the Government service, were j 
employed as agents. In negotiating 
for the purchase of the girls they rep¬ 
resented themselves as procurers for 
houses in Seattle and Juneau, Alaska.

Simpson Buffington “Earle. 

Earle. —Himpson Buffington Earle 
was born in Fall River, Massachusetts, 
December 21. 1839, and died in South 
Han Francisco, Han Mateo County, 
April 30, 1910. In 1865 he was united 
in marriage to Almira Randall, who 
has preceded him to that better country 
by some ten years. In 1867 he came 
to lone, Amador County, California, 
where with his father he became in¬ 
terested in the mines and remained 
there over twenty years, and in 1890 
he moved to Han Jose and made his 
home at Coyote, where he engaged in 
fruit raising. All who know anything 
of the history and struggles of the 
Methodist Church at Coyote will un¬ 
doubtedly understand something of 
the loyalty and devotion of Mr. and 
Mrs. Earle, and how much of the life 
and perpetuation of that little church 
owes to their efforts. Mr. F^arle had a 
large family, four sons and four daugh¬ 
ters, only two of whom remain to 
mourn his departure—Mrs. Van Valen 
who is the organist in the Methodist 
Church in Han Mateo, and Mrs. J. O. 
Hnyder of South Han Francisco, with 
whom Mr. Earle has lived for the past 
eight years, and who watched over 
him lovingly and tenderly during his 
last illness. As soon as Mr. Earle came 
to this city he became interested in 
church life, and how anxiously did he 
await the erection of the Methodist 
Church, and with what earnest¬ 
ness and devotion did he enter 
into its life. How keenly inter¬ 
ested in the spiritual and fi¬ 
nancial welfare of the church did he 
become. How artistically and beauti¬ 
fully did he decorate our church with 
flowers of his own planting, which 
were of the richest hue and sweetest 
| fragrance. How we shall miss his 
presence and inspiration in the audi¬ 
ence — his genial smile, his hearty 
handshake and loving counsel were 
benedictions to our church life. He 
was faithful, and did all he could in 
his own quiet way to hasten the com¬ 
ing of the Master’s kingdom in Houth 
Han Francisco. 

Few has God blessed with such a 
long and useful life. He reached the 
alloted time given to man, and although 
never surpassingly strong, he was ever 
I actively engaged in the various pur¬ 


suits of life, and until within the last 
few months of his existence he was 
busy around the house doing little 
things, but more especially in his gar¬ 
den among the flowers of which he 
was justly proud. F'or some time past 
he realized that his health was failing, 
and about three months ago he was 
confined to the house and most of that 
time to his bed. During the last few 
weeks of his illness it was my pleas¬ 
ure and privilege to visit him quite 
often, and ever found him patient, 
submissive, with faith strong, and 
hope bright, although at times racked 
with pain, he could say, “Not my will 
but Thine be done.” On the morn¬ 
ing of April the 30th the end came des¬ 
pite the efforts of the best medical 
skill and the ministrations of loving 
hearts and gentle hands, he passed to 
his reward, to that land where there is 
no pain, and where the inhabitants 
never grow old. The funeral services 
were conducted in the residence at 
10:30 a. m. Monday, May 2d, by the 
Methodist minister (Rev. Ralston), 
assisted' by a long and dear friend of 
the deceased, the Rev. Kirkbride of 
Han Mateo. Mrs. Varney of Han Ma¬ 
teo sang very sweetly and sympathet¬ 
ically, and the interment was in Oak 
Hill Cemetery, Han Jose, where he 
was gently laid by the side of his 
dear wife then we all felt and said— 

Sleep on, beloved, sleep and take thy rest, 

Lay down thy head upon the Saviour's 
breast; 

We love thee well, but Jesus loves thee 
best— 

Good night! Good night! Good night!
